~ When the same ingredients and 
the same method of mixing give 
different results, manifestly the 
recipe is Not to blame. It is the 
time and temperature which make 
baking uncertain. : 

Element of Chance Removed 

To take the “luck” “out of bak- 
ing, or rather to keep it there, 
stove manufacturers have devised 
an automatic. heat {control for 
ovens. The temperature indicator 
may be set for any heat, which is 
specified in actual degreés,-and the 
gas flow automatically “adjusts to 
maintaim it. It is never necessary 
to guess how hot the oven should 
be for cup cakes, and the results 
will be just as unwavering as\the 
heat. The oven does not become 
hotter with stored heat, as is the 
case with a steady flame, as the 
fiame cuts down to maintain the 
designated - temperature. 

Oven heat control is a boon to 
the inexperienced cook, for when 
used in connection with a reliable 
recipe it) gives aecurate results 
every time. For the practiced cook 
it means no more Buessing at oven 
temperatures, no more peeking in 
the oven to see if the flame should 
be turned up or down. The most 
delicate ofeakes may be safely in- 
trusted to the oven regulator-and 
are perfectly raised and browned 
at the apgpinted time.

A yellow gas flame is always a 
dirty, smoky one, but worse than 
that, it is a wasteful One, for it 
does not give the heat tMat the 
clean blue flame does, while burn- | 
ing the same amount of gas. This 
yellow flame is sometimes the re 
sult of a dirty burner, which the 
above treatment will remedy, and 
sometimes it is the result of lack 
of air. In the latter case, give the 
flame more air by opening the

greatest possible amount of work. 

When the principal dinner dish 
is to be oven-cooked, possibly a 
roast meat or some similar sub- 
stantial, other cooked food 
to be served’ at the meal can be 
cooked in the oven, with the 
same gas. And an added advant- 
age is that the foods will require 
less watching. Foods which. or- 
dinarily are cooked on the top 
burners, even plain boiled pota- 
toes, will cook to perfection in 
the oven. 

Flavors Not Absorbed a 

For plain boiling or stewing in 
the oven, use less liquid than 
when cooking on. the top of the 
stove, and always have the pan 
or baking dish closely covered. 
The foods really steam, and this 
method of cooking, while it is 
slower than actual boiling, is e@x- 
cellent for developing flavors and 
preventing waste. As long as the 
food is steaming, it will not absorb 
flavors from other foods cooking 
|at the same time in the oven, nor 
will it absorb water, thus becom- 
jing soggy. 

Requires Less Watching 

Any food cooked on the top of 
the stove needs at least oeeasional 
watching, else it will boil dry or 
istick to the pan, but covered 
dishes in the slower oven heat 
llose little by evaporation.

The warm cereals which are so 
essential apart of the children’s 
breakfast, and often of the grown- 
ups’, are one of the cooking prob- 
lems in most households. They 
must be well-cooked to be digest- 
ible. Instead of the usual long 
|steaming over the top burner of 
the range, they may be cooked in 
the oven. To start the cooking 
quickly, and to make the mixture 
smooth and free from lumps, the 
cereal should be boiled briskly on 
a top burner for ten minutes, with 
almost constant stirring.

HE world is no longer safe for 
the jguinea fowl. 
A few years ago this partic- 
ular type of barnyard creature 
was sure of long life and respect- 
able old age. Today the tribe faces 
constant threat of early appearance 
on the fashionable dinner table. 

The evolution of the guinea has 
been one of the interesting phases 
of American development. Until 
recent times the farmer found the 
fowl more or less of a nuisance, 
with a harsh, penetrating cry that 
interfered with the peace of the 
household. The chief reason for 
tolerating the creatures existence 
was his value as a watchdog. The 
far-reaching cry of the guinea has 
long been recognized as an effective 
means of protection against ma- 
rauders in the poultry yard. 

The pugnacious disposition of the 
wuinea has been regarded as an- 
other factor of safety. The average 
feathered denizen of the barnyard 
is timid and easily panic-stricken. 
The guinea may be described as a

Farmers See New Value 

With the rising value of the 
guinea as a table delicacy the view- 
point of the farmer has experi- 
enced radical change, The .fowl 
has gained an important place in 
barnyard economics.

Two ,thousand years ago the 
guinea fowl held high place in the 
banquet halle of the Smart Sets in 
Greece and Rome. To the epicures 
of those remote days the African 
bird was a table delicacy of much 
popularity. 

Hunted As Game 

In Afrioa the fowls still exist in 
a state of nature. Large flocks are 
found in the forests of Guinea and 
these are much sought by hunters. 
Englishmen, especially, prise the 
guinea as a game bird, and hunt- 
ing expeditions from the British 
Isles are by no means unusual. 

The favorite type with American 
breeders is the pearl guinea fowl, 
taking its name from the pearls of 


light gray or lavender. Still a third | 

type is the pure white fowl, with- | 

out markings. | 
Fowl Of Wild Nature 

The wild natire of the guinea! 
hen asserts itself in her choice of a 
place for establishing a nest, and 
in her nesting habits in general. | 
Instinct, handed down through 
long Hneage from the African wilds, 
makes it imperative that the nest 
be well hidden. This precaution: is 
essential to proper protection from 
natural enemies among. the preda- 
tory animals which now include 
crows, dogs, ekunks, opossums, rats, 
foxes and coyotes. The natural 
tendency of the fowl is to seek a 
shelter of thick weeds or some 
place similarly secluded.

In raising guineas there is ample 
room to study the Workings of the 
maternal instinct.

Results 
show that the percentage of suc- 
cessful development of the brood is

The reasons are various. For one 
thing the mother guinea or the 
mother turkey cannot be trusted to 
keep the children's feet dry. In 
warm, dry weather the turkey and 
guinea hen are successful guardians 
tor the rising generation, but when 
there is rain or heavy dew the 
babies are in serious danger. The 
guinea or turkey mother is more 
than apt to drag the chicks through 
the wet grass, regardless of a lack 
of overshoeaé and the wetress aad 
chilling cause many deaths among 
thesmisguided youngsters. 

Then there is the question of 
shelter. Neither turkey hens nor) 
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guinea hens ‘can be persuaded to 
seek coop shelter at night and dur- 
ing,\storms. On the contrary ‘these 
guardians. will remain wherever 
they’ chance to be when overtaken 
by darkness or a rain. In conse- 
quence many of the youngsters are
